Charlotte, N. C., so far back as the 
oldest resident remembers, has cele­ 
brated 
its 
“other 
Fourth of July” 
May 20, for on that date in 1775 was 
signed, acording 
to 
Charlotte, 
the 
Mecklenburg 
Declaration 
of 
Inde­ 
pendence. 
This year being 
the one hundred 
and fifieth anniversary, Charlotte is 
preparing for an elaborate celebra­ 
tion, and 
Representative 
Bulwinkle 
of the neighboring city of Gastonia 
introduced a bill in the house for the 
participation of the United States in 
this anniversary of “the signing 
of 
the Mecklenburg Declaration of In­ 
dependence at the city of Charlotte”. 
When the bill was reported back to 
the house this particular phrase was 
stricken out and instead w’as printed 
“the one hundred and fiftieth anniver­ 
sary of the patriotic action of citizens 
of Mecklenburg County, North Caro­ 
lina, in May, 1775, in declaring their 
independence of the English crown”. 
But how is Charlotte going to take 
this 
amendment? 
When 
historians 
have 
questioned, 
and 
when smug 
Philadelphia has smiled indulgently, 
and sister cities, Raleigh, Greensboro 
and Asheville 
of 
the 
old dominion 
state, have chuckled and jeered, Char- 
lote has stood out defiantly lor 
the 
Mecklenburg Declaration. 
Charlotte can fight. 
Its city 
em­ 
blem is a hornets’ nest, in commemor­ 
ation of General Cornwallis’ descrip­ 
tion of its activities at the time of his 
invasion of the South. 
And Charlot­ 
te points to the report of the gover­ 
nor of North Carolina in .June, 1775, 
to the British secretary of state for 
the colonies: 
“The resolves of 
the 
committee of 
Mecklenburg 
surpass 
all the horrible and treasonable pub­ 
lications that the inflammatory spir­ 
its of the continent have yet produc­ 
ed”. 
There is no doubt but that a meet­ 
ing was held 
in 
Charlotte in May, 
1775, and that the attendants, mostly 
representatives of military organiza­ 
tions of the region, adopted 
resolu­ 
tions which proclaimed independence. 
At that period of colonial history, it 
might 
be 
added, 
similar meetings 
which passed simihfr resolutions were 
held 
in 
other 
states. 
One was in 
Mendon, Worcester County, Mass., in 
March, 
1773; 
another 
in 
Milton, 
Mass., where 
the 
so-called Suffolk 
resolutions, said to have been writ­ 
ten 
by 
Dr. Joseph 
Warren, were 
adopted, and another in Chester, Pa., 
on the same date as the Mecklenburg 
meeting, which called upon the citi­ 
zens “to defend their lives, liberties 
and properties against 
all attempts 
to deprive us of them”. 
But compar­ 
atively little attention was paid 
to 
these meetings outside the localities 
in which they were held. The minutes 
of the Charlotte gathering were de­ 
stroyed in a fire 
in 
1800, and 
the 
meeting itself was almost forgotten 
until 1919, when the Raleigh Register 
published what purported to be five 
of the resolutions adopted. 
The remarkable feature of this dis­ 
covery was the striking likeness 
of 
the resolutions to the 
most familiar 
parts of the Colonial Declaration 
of 
Independence—“so striking as to ren­ 
der morally certain that one 
must

but should be dispensed to the public 
only upon the prescription of a prac­ 
tising physician”.

Charlotte, N. CM so far back as the 
oldest resident rem em bers, has cele­ 
brated 
its 
“other 
Fourth of July” 
May 20, for on that date in 1775 was 
signed, acording 
to 
Charlotte, 
the 
Mecklenburg 
Declaration 
of 
Inde­ 
pendence. 
This year being 
the one 
hundred 
and fifieth anniversary, Charlotte is 
preparing for an elaborate celebra­ 
tion, anil 
Representative 
Bulwinkle 
of the neighboring city of Gastonia 
introduced a bill in the house for the 
participation of the United States in 
this anniversary of "the signing 
of 
the Mecklenburg Declaration of In­ 
dependence at the city <*f Charlotte”. 
When the bill was reported back to 
the house this particular phrase was 
stricken out and instead was printed 
"the one hundred ami fiftieth anniver­ 
sary of the patriotic action of citizens 
of Mecklenburg County, North Caro­ 
lina, in May, 1775, in declaring their 
independence of the English crown”. 
But how is Charlotte going to take 
this 
amendm ent? 
When 
historians 
have 
questioned, 
and 
when smug 
Philadelphia has smiled indulgently, 
nd sister cities, Raleigh, Greensboro 
and Asheville 
of 
the 
old dominion 
state, have chuckled and jeered, Char- 
lote has stood out defiantly for 
the 
Mecklenburg Declaration. 
Charlotte can fight. 
Its city 
em ­ 
blem is a hornets’ nest, in commemor­ 
ation of General Cornwallis’ descrip­ 
tion of its activities at the time of his 
invasion of the $outh. 
And Charlot­ 
te jwiints to the report of the gover­ 
nor of North Carolina in June, 1775, 
to the British secretary of state for 
the colonies: 
“The resolves of 
the 
ommittee of 
Mecklenburg 
surpass 
all the horrible and treasonable pub­ 
lications that the inflammatory spir- 
s of the continent have yet produc- 
d ”. 
There is no doubt but that a meet­ 
ing was held 
in 
Charlotte in May, 
775, and that the attendants, mostly 
representatives of military organiza­ 
tions of the region, adopted 
resolu­ 
tions which proclaimed independence. 
At that period of colonial history, it 
might 
be 
added, 
similar meetings 
which passed similff* resolutions were 
held 
in 
other 
states. 
One was in 
Mendon, W orcester County, Mass., in 
March, 
1773; 
another 
in 
Milton, 
Mass., where 
the 
so-called Suffolk 
esolutions, said to have been writ- 
en 
by 
I)r. Joseph 
Warren, were 
adopted, and another in Chester, Pa., 
on the same date as the Mecklenburg 
meeting, which called upon the citi­ 
zens “to defend their lives, liberties 
and properties against 
all attem pts 
to deprive us of them”. 
But com par­ 
atively little attention was paid 
to 
these meetings outside the localities 
in which they were held. The minutes 
of the Charlotte gathering were 
de­ 
stroyed in a fire 
in 
1800, and 
the 
meeting itself was almost forgotten 
until 15*15*, when the Raleigh Register 
published what purported to be five 
of the resolutions adopted. 
The remarkable feature of this dis­ 
covery was the striking likeness 
of 
the resolutions to the

parts of the Colonial Declaration

Independence—“so striking as to ren­ 
der morally certain th at one 
must 
have been taken

the other”. 
John Adams expressed

Was Jefferson a plagiarist or was 
the Mecklenberg 
Declaration 
a for­ 
gery?

very unjustifiable quiz”. 
Then the 
North 
Carolina 
legislature became 
busy 
and 
made 
an official inquiry 
which resulted in its acceptance

Even then Charlotte did not

mit the matter to end. 
An abreviat- 
ed copy of the resolutions 
was un­ 
art hed 
by 
the 
compiler of “The 
American 
Archives” 
in 
1838; ten 
years afterward the entire series was 
found in a South Carolina paper and 
then George Bancroft found a copy 
in the London State paper office. 
A 
writer reviewing this evidence 
sum ­ 
med up the controversy 
by saying 
that the compiler of the disputed ser­ 
ies did remember the circumstances 
of certain 
resolutions 
having 
been 
passed, “but in attem pting to repro­ 
duce them was influenced by an un­ 
conscious rememborance of the far 
more striking expressions of the Co­ 
lonial Declaration of July 4, 1776”. 
The present report to the house on 
the bill declares that, regardless 
of 
the controversies 
of 
the historians, 
“the courageous patriots of Mecklen­ 
burg County meeting in the town of 
Charlotte 
did pass resolutions 
de­ 
claring themselves independent of the 
crown,# thus 
taking 
an 
honorable 
place in the van of the Revolution”. 
And Charlotte 
will 
whoop it up 
in 
May, whoop it for the Mecklenburg 
Declaration,

tain sufficient quantities of a medical 
hgent to confer upon it medical pro­ 
perties, such soap should not he plac­ 
ed upon sale to the general public, 
hut should he dispensed to the public 
only upon the prescription of a p rac­ 
tising physician".

For ninny yearn the swamp lands of 
Southeast Missouri 
were considered 
worthless for agricultural purposes. 
This vast forest of cypress, hickory, 
oak and gum, however, attracted the 
attention 
of

brought many timber jacks in search 
of

abundant 
forest. 
Mills 
were erected, tram 
railroads 
were 
built in order to facilitate the move­ 
ment of timber and hundreds of ox

year the forest of Southeast Missou­ 
ri was slaughtered. 
The land appar­ 
ently had no value save for the tim- 
b« r. 
As late as the 60’s and 70’s, land In 
this section sold for only a few cents 
per acre. 
In 1868 a tract containing 
about 80,000 acres, located in Stod­ 
dard County, 
sold 
for $063.06, or 
about eight cents per acre. 
Thirty 
years ago fertile swamp lands could

Mississippi, Stoddard, New 
Madrid, 
Butler, Dunklin and Pemiscot coun­ 
ties 
low as $1.25 per acre; but the 
spirit of progress bad taken hold of 
tire land owners, and with a fixed de­ 
termination they began one of

It is estimated that 
he has shipped 
more than 25,000,000 to the market. 
The great range of crop diversifica­ 
tion in Southeast Missouri is almost 
unbelievable, and its limits have nev- 
«r been fully discovered. 
Each year 
some n v $ crop that 
has 
not been 
grown in this section finds its way 
into the crop rotation. 
The possibil­ 
ities of diversification are really re­ 
markable. 
Of course, the staple and 
standby crops of this section are cot­ 
ton, corn, wheat, alfalfa, and clover; 
hut in addition to these 
there 
are 
numerous specialty crops that thrive 
and make money for those interested 
in growing them. 
The rice lands of Southeast Missou­ 
ri are proving that rice grows equal­
